SAFETY OF BBREA STUEENTS. 

The Trustees appointed a committee to make necessary anangements to protect all 

licroa stiidcnts frmn any possible prosecution under Uie E^y law, iod the action of the 

committee is shown by the loUowing letter: 

Berea, Ky., June ii, 1904. 

To tk4 Colored Siudtnts of Btrem College: 

Pending; the decision of the V . S. Supreme Court the Committee of the Board of 
Trustees submits tu the colored students the following outline of its plan for them during the 
next school year, for which temporary provision must be made. 

1. The first prf)visit)n must be made for the children of colored ))arcnts who live in 
lierea, many of whose parents have moved here to educate their children. For them we 
will undertake, as individuals, to secure aid for the colored public school. If the Trustees 
of that sclioi.I will ac cei)t our jiersonal assistant' and advice, we will seek to help them in 
the securing of excellent teachers, in lengthening the term, and without assuming any legal 
responsibility, to assist in the general improvement of the publk: colored school of Berfea. 

2. ['or colored students frotn other places, .and for Rcrea students in higher <,'r.ides 
and of suitable age, wc will undertake to provide instruction iu some institution of the high grade 
and spirit of Berea, preferably in Fisk University at Nashville, Tenn. All such students whose 
names ajijiear in our cata!oi:ues for n)o;, and \|.)^^.\ will he encour,i;4ed to continue their course, 
and their names will stand in our catalogue, with prcjiiiutions on their record in the school 
they shall attend. These students shall report regularly to the Vice President and the 
De.in of Women, and supervision shall he maintaintd ovt r them so far .is this is possible. 
W'c hope that these students will maintain a weekly lierea prayer meeting, and, while con- 
forming; to the rules and life of the institutions where they are, will keep alive the Berea spirit 
The Committee will unrh rt.ike to m.ik< uj) to these students the difference in their railroad 
fare, and in living expenses, and in general to relieve them, so far as possible, from financial 
loss by reason of this change. 

3. While we hoi)e thus to keep together a lar^e group of our students in one insti- 
tution, wc will seek to assist those students who find it desirable to attend other schools 
nearer their own homes, and will consider proposals to arrange for them in the schools thev 
desire to attend as neariy as practicable as we hope to arrange for those who attend Fisk 
University. 

4. We announce this provisional plan as soon as possible after the Trustee Meeting 

and our own appointment, in order that our students may have immediate assurance of our 
purpose to help them. This plan may be changed in details, but its spirit will be carried 
out in the most earnest and effective wa3rs the Committee can provide. We express to bur 
colored students our sincere sympathy in this hour of their trial and ours. We and they 
are sufferers together. We commend the spirit which they have displayed during these past 
anxious months, and we ask their continued confidence and co(^)eration. We will seek to 
hcl]) them in all le<.;itimat( ways to continue- their education in the best available methods 
until a hnal decision is rendered by the highest court. 

Please write us fully of your own wishes in the matter; and if you desire us to 
arrange for you at I'isk, ph ase infc>rm us that we may m.iy plan soon and wisely for you 
and with you. Address your rc|4y to the Secretary of the College, Mr. Will C. Gamble.

The girl, well-reared and beantifiil per- 
haps, who astonishes lur frien.l- li\ makir.^ a 
mesalliance is simply seltisli, and that is the 
reason for her choice. She wishes to be set 
ii['oii a piiltstal ami \\ orshipfd. Sho tloifis 
an homage that cannot be obtained from her 
peers. She must be "looked up to" for her 
family lineage, her airt, her superior learning. 

Had her parents and her friends drawn any deductions whatsoever 
from her career as a school girl they would have had no need to be 
astonislud liN her marriage with an iiu\rinr. 'rin \ wnuld hnso discov- 
ered that at her play as a child she had surrounded liersdf with tlie chil- 
dren of parents who were not the chosen associates of her mother and 
father. They would have noticed that the cook's d.iiii;litrr was lu-r espe- 
cial confidante and that the shoemaker's son fought her battles when she 
went to the public school. 

As a young woman they would have wondered at her fa\ors 
bestowed on young men not in her own set, and they would have found 
her reading her love letters to the second maid. Always they would 
have seen htr exacting tributes of admiration or of awed envy from 
those associates who would give most of either. 

A great many seemingly unaccountable marriage* can thus be 
'Explained. "Why in the world did she marry him'" It is a common 
question and can be easily aiuwered. She married him because, with- 
out knowing it, she desired the lifethne experience of playing to an ad- 
miring audience. 

Or perhaps because of mental indolence another explanation of the 
nusalliance. There is some exertion in living up to one's own kind, it 
that kind is at all worth while. There is not any in iin|)ns,ni^' one's 
inferiors. A girl may easily captivate a youth who has had no advan- 
tages equal to her own. It Is done without eflfort, and becomes a kind of 
la/v pastime, like that which t^ililcr women indulge in when they coquettt 
with lioys.

She must talk, sing, play the 
piano, go in for athletics and be able to discuss political questions of the 
day. Her rivals are the workers who make professions of such things, 
and she dare not rest content without attainments. The study of Uw 
guages and drawing, practicing at the piano or evm K.irning how to 
swim, ere all work that requires persistance. It is much easier to neglect 
the work or to take it up spasmodically or to get a smattering of each 
kind and assume a deep knowledge of all. With this v::i.itit rini,' oiu' can 
vastly impress the ignorant, and that is the theory on which the indolent 
girl chooses her inferior htuband. 

Ri al happiness in friendship and love is the honest exchange of 
ideas l.ascd on similar experiences and traditions. That is impossible to 
the K'rl ^^'"^ marries a man of less education, cultivation and wealth than 
she possesses. She cannot love that which she caimot muUrstand. and 
his life has been shaped by such experiences as she has never dreamed. 
She cannot even sympathize with him unless she has more imagination 
than is common, but always she can overawe him or dazzle or flatter 
him v\ ith her condescension. To the vain antl indolent girl that awe and 
admiration is her life, and she is the type of woman who "nurries 
beneath her."

There is a story told of a certain ho 
tel in a lariie city whore the rats In- 
crea ed. dc-iiiie doRs, cats and ferrets, 
A few were hagKi d wi'h a rifle, but 
soon thoy grow loo wary for that.

As soon aa 
a rat aliRhted on either side of tha 
lid, over he would go Into the bar- 
rel, and for awhUa rata ««fa dMwaad 

by the dozen. 

Then it was evident that they held 
a rat council, for the number of the 
victims grew steadily smaller Some- 
times of a morning there would be two 
ur three rats In the barrel; oftener 
there were none at all. The observant 
manager felt that they were all the 
time trying to figure out how to get 
that cheese. Sometimes two rats would 
get on the ed^ of the barrel oppo- 
site one another at the same time, 
and balance the lid as thoy crept In 
toward the center. This worked well 
until one or the other forgot the need 
of caitlon, when both fell In. 

FlntUy ono old rat mastered the 
game. For several nights the cheese 
disappeared, and there was no rat 
there in the morning to show for it. 
One night the manager caught tho rat 
in the act of dropping from some of 
the pipes rlRht lik the center of the 
lid. Ho balanced himself for a mo- 
ment, then quietly nibbled at the 
cheese.
